Tre President paid a visit to Magnolia, 
Md., on the 27th, where he was the guest 
of the San Domingo Ducking Club. 

Tae Crystal window-glass works at 
Bellaire, O., burnedon the 27th. Loss, 
$70,000; insurance, $34,000. 

THE jury in the case of Sam Archer, on 
trial at Shoals, Ind., for participation in 
the murder of Farmer Bunn, found a ver- 
dict of guilty on the 27th, and the pris- 
oner was sentenced to be hanged July 9. 

Tue riotous strikers in Charleroi, Bel- 

jum have inaugurated n postost reign of 
cai. arf She niilitary powertesd to 
cope with them. 

Not in the history of Newfoundland has 
destitution prevailed to such an extent as 
is now prevalent. Hundreds of families 
are said to be on the verge of starvation, 
being entirely dependent on government 
aid to keep them alive. 

Two mounted United States inspectors 
had a skirmish with Mexican smugglers 
near Tombstone, Ariz., on the 27th, in 
which one of the Mexicans was wounded. 

A WHITE boy, apparently ten years old, 
was found by General Crook a captive in 
Geronimo’s camp. 

AT Mandeville, ten miles north of Tex- 
arkana, Ark., on the 28th, the militia on 
board an Iron Mountain freight train cap- 
tured fourteen men who were tampering 
with a switch, 

THE principal car and locomotive manu- 
facturing shops of the Northern Pacific 
railway, located at Brainerd, Minn., were 
destroyed by fire on the 28th. The loss is 
$100,000. This includes the damage to 
building and contents. The car patterns, 
which were of great value, were saved. 

UnprrRa decree of foreclosure on the 
first mortgage bonds amounting to §$,200,- 
000, the Chicago & Great Southern Rail- 
road was sold at public auction at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., on the 27th, by the master in 
chancery. The only bidder and the pur- 
chaser was Henry H. Porter, of Chicago, 
who represents the bondholders, the con- 
sideration being $501,000, $1,000 more than 
the minimum amount fixed by the court. 

Rev. RicHarD French, D. D., formerly 
Archbishop of the Dublin diocese of the 
Church of Ireland, is dead. 

Four ladies bitten by a supposed rabid 
dog at Athens, Greece, have gone to 
Pasteur at Paris for treatment. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL GARLAND was re- 
ported sick abed on the 29th. 

AUSTRALIA opposes the annexation of 
the New Hebrides by France. 

Tut Union Pacific Railway Company 
has cut the rate from Omaha to the Pacific 
coast to five dollars net. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN voted against the 
Government on the crofters’ bill in the 
House of Commons on the 29th. 

A GENERAL court-martial is ordered to 
convene at Fort Meade, Dak., April 20, to 
try such cases as may be brought before it. 

SEVERAL French newspapers accuse Bis- 
marck of having incited the recent riots 
in Belgium. 

In reply to a cable inquiry, Mr. Parnell 
says he approves the Parliamentary Aid 
Association, which was condemned by 
Pairick Eagan. 

THE Pope has deci ded against the Bishop 
of Nottingbam in the dispute between him 
and the Tories. 

THE death of Barney Macauley, the actor, 
in New York, was reported on the 29th. 

THREE HUNDRED strikers made an attack 
on the Mariemont colliery at Mons, Bel- 
gium, on the 29th, and were fired upon by 
troops. The number of killed and wound- 
ed was fourteen. 

Henry PAULSON, on trial at Valentine, 
Neb., for shooting and killing Henry 
Stephens last January, has been convicted 
of murder in the second degree, and sen- 
tenced to fifteen years. 

SENATOR Fair introduced the Morrow 
Chinese bill in the Senate on the 29th, with 
an amendment changing from twenty to 
ten years the period during which the en- 
trance of Chinese laborers into the United 
States shall be prohibited. 

ALL efforts of the Greek Government to 
obtain a loan having failed, the Chamber 
of Deputies have been summoned to grant 
credit to the government. 

Tue foreign diplomatic agents have in- 
formed Prince Alexander that unless he 
adheres to the proposals of Turkey the 
powers will proceed on their own course. 

THE employes at London, Ont., of the 
Grand Trunk railway have decided to re- 
ject Mr. Hickson’s proposition for a partial 
restoration of the reduction in wages and 
to demand a return to full pay. It is stated 
that the employes at all other points of the 
Grand Trunk system are working in uni- 
son with those at London on this question. 

SENnaTOR PayNeE and Mrs. Whitney left 
Washington on the 29th for Cleveland, 
O., to attend the funeral of Mrs. Paulina 
Shinner Perry, mother of Mrs. Senator 
Payne, who died there on the 28th. 

In the House of Commons on the 29th 
Mr. Gladstone said that on April 8 he 
would ask leave to introduce the Irish 
government bill. 

THE Steinitz-Zukertort chess match 
wound up at New Orleans on the night of 
the 29th with another victory for Steinitz, 
giving him the championship of the world. 
The game was the eleventh played in New 
Orleans and the twentieth of the great 
match. 

THe Jeans Manufacturers’ Association 
of the Ohio valley met on the 29th and 
decided to cut working hours from eleven 
to ten hours a day, advance pay five per 
cent. an hour and to curtail production, 
owing to the state of trade. 

THE visible supply of grain in store and 
afloat in the United States and Canada on 
the 27th, was as follows: Wheat, 49,774,-

A bill was passed author- 
izing the building of a dam acros the

The debate on the silver question was the 
only business transacted, Messrs Culberson 
(Tex.), Long (Miss.), Durgan (5S. C.), Halsell 
(Ky.) and J. M. Taylor (Tenn.) speaking on 
the subject. 


In the Senate on the 29th a memorial from 
the Pacific coast for relief from the Chinese 
was laid before the Senate.

THE Knights of Labor on the Gould sys-

Mr. Gould Claims There Has Been a Misun- 
derstanding and Flatly Refu<es to Ent sr- 
tain the Kuights of Labor Proposition ot 
Arbitration, Lraving Everything In the 
Hunds of Mr. Hoxie--The Correspondei.ce 
on.the Matter. 


New York, March 80.—Just before 
three o’clock yesterday afternoon the fol- 
lowing letter was delivered to Mr Pow- 


derly at his room in the Astor House:

MISSOURI PACIFIC RAILROAD ComMPANY, 
New York March 29.

They also published an interview with you 
which leads one to think that the officers of 
your order in St. Louis may misconstrue 
your message into a consent on the part of 
thiscompxny to conform to the require- 
ments contained in the leiter from the sec- 
cetary of your order, dated Philadelphia, 
March 27, 1886, which in my letter to you of 
the same date I declined to consider. You 
will remeiaber that in our conference of 
Sunday I saidto you that the position of 
this company was unchanged inthis respect, 
and that the whole matter was left in 
the hands of the’ first vice- 
president and general manager, with 
the instructions contained in my 
telegram to him which was written before 
my interview with you and read to you at 
the time. The telegram stated: “We nave 
no ovjection to arbitrate any differences be. 
tween the employes and the company, past 
or future.” While I feel confident that your 
understanding of this matter is the same as 
my own, I write you this In order that there 
may be no grounds for misunderstanding 
hereafter.

Mr. Powderly dictated the following 


reply, and it was conveyed to Mr. Gould’s 
office: 


Do I understand you from your ‘personal’ 
etter of tuis date that your company refuse 
arbitration, and mustI so telegraph Martin 
lrons? 

Mr. Gould being absent from his office 
when this arrived, it was considered and 
responded to by Second Vice-President 
Hopkins, who returned this response: 

“You may say distinctly to him (Mr. 
Powderly) no, we do not. Heis not so 
to understand that letter, but he is sim- 
ply referred to Mr. Gould’s written com- 
munication to him, which he (Gould) is 
prepared to carry out in every partica- 
lar.”’ 

This having been reported to Mr. Pow: 
derly, he sent the following letter to Mr. 
Gould’s house about 7:30 last evening by 
a special messenger: 

ASTOR Howusr, 
NEW YORK, March 29. 
Mr. Jay Gould, President Missouri Pacific. Rail- 
way yo ee 

DKAR Str—I regret exceedingly that my 
sickness to-day has prevented me from 
keeping the enzagement made by my asso- 
ciates with you for three o’clock this after- 
noon. Our proposition that the men should 
return at once to work on the agreement 
that any complaints that they might have 
should be submitted to arbitration was 
made in perfect good faith, and when, 
after the receipt by you of our letter 
of Saturday night, and our conference 
of Sunday you made the telegraphic order 
to General Mana er Hoxie contained in your 
letter to me of the same date, in which was 
used the following language: “We see no 
objection to arbitrating differences between 
the employes and the company, past or tu- 
ture”? We accepted Fant approval of the 
general principles of arbitration in equal 
good faith, and at once issued our order for 
the mento return to work. We are not 
particular in the adjustment of the 
present difficulifes whether the abitratore 
who are appointed by your company shall 
be named by General Manager Hoxie or 
yourself, or whether their number shall con- 
sist of three, five or scven. In case they con- 
sist of three my associates have named me. 
If sickness prevents me from serving, ne of 
the other members of the board will have to 
take my place. In case “7 consist oO! five, 
Mr. W: O. McDowell would be associated 
with me. In case of seven we would adda 
third man. We can imagine no greater mis- 
fortune for your company than that the im 
pression should go forth, not only to tue 
members of our organizations, but to the 
community at large, whose interests are 
suffering as a result of the present cond: 
tion of affairs, that a brexk hus occurred 
between the interests which you represent 
and those which I represent by reason of a 
technicality. The gentleman who waited on 
you informs me that in case 1 was unable to 
mect with you this afternoon at three o’clock, 
that | was to meet you to-morrow moriine 
atten o’clock I hope to be able to keep the 
envavement atthattime. After the receipt 
of your personal letter to me, and reading 
the interview with you pu lished in the pa- 
pers this evening, the following telegram 
was sentto eachof the following gentle- 
men, viz.: Messrs. Daly, Irons and Houx ai 
Sedalia, St. Louis and Fort Worth:

JAY GOULD EXPLAINS HIS POSITION. 

NEw York, March 30.—Immediately 
before forwarding his communication to 
Mr. Powderly yesterday, Mr Gould gave 
out the following statement: ‘The tele- 
gram to Mr. Hoxie was prepared before 
my conference with Mr. Powderly yester- 
day, and was not the result of anything 
Mr. Powderly said. In it is expressed 
the stand which the Missouri Pacific has 
taken from the beginning, that is, that 
the company is always ready to arbi- 
trate any differences it may have with its 
employes. Mr. Powderly seems to have 
assumed from that telegram that I have 
agreed to the plan submitted by 
the executive board of the Knights of 
Labor on Saturday, providing for the ap- 
pointment of an arbitration committee, 
three member of which are to be ap- 
pointed by myself and three by the 
Knights of Labor, and these to jointly 
choose a seventh member. Now, I 
emphatically deny that there was 
anything in my telegram to Mr. 
Hoxie or that there was anything said at 
the conference yesterday to warrant any 
one in believing that I for a moment as- 
sented to any such plan. The 
whole matter rests in the hande of Mr 
Hoxie, and if he can arrange a basis for 
arbitration which will include both sides 
of the question, I will make no objection. 
But the whole matter will have to be ar- 
ranged with him. I am now preparing 4 
letter to Mr. Powderly which will clearly 
set forth my position as outlined above. 

4 DISTINCT AND POSITIVE REFUSAL. 

New York, Mareh 30.—An inquirer af 
the office of Mr. Gould yesterday after- 
noon Was given the following terse ver- 
sion Of the meaning of Mr. Gould’s com- 
munications with Mr. Powderly: ‘Mr.

TO RESUME WORK. 


The Striking E.nployes of the Gould Roads 
Ordered to Resume Work by General 
Master Workman Powderly Pending Ar- 
bitration, Which Has Been Consented to 
by Mr. Gould--The Correspondence, 

New York, March 28.—General Master 
Workman Powderly of the Knights of 
Labor had very little rest on Friday 
night. After the midnight conference of 
the executive board adjourned and he 
had seen all the reporters he went to bed 
at four o’clock in the morning. Eight 
months ago he broke two ribs in a fall 
and two weeks ago in another fall he 
broke them again. He is also suffering 
from two boils on the back of his neck, 
and he got very little sleep. At 10 
a. m. Saturday the board resumed 
its deliberations in room 322 of the Astor 
House. This is a long room, with two 
windows looking out on Broadway. Near- 
ly half the room is occupied by two 
doubla beds. By the window to-day 
stood a bureau with signs, evidently 
home-made, pinned to the frame of the 
looking-glass. Above the glass was a 
sign with the words: ‘It saves time to 
talk to the point.”? On the right side of 
the frame was one bearing the words: 
‘Please leave your smokers outside.’ 

Atatable by the window in front of 
this bureau sat John W. Hayes, one of 
the executive board, who writes with his 
left hand as well and as fast as most men 
can write with the right. Around the 
room sat or walked W.H. Bailey, a tall 
man with white hair and black moustache, 
and J. B. Barry, a short man with short, 
black beard. Both Mr. Barry and Mr. 
Bailey are members of the executive board. 
Frederick Turner, short, rather stout, 
with light hair and moustache, was also 
present. He is general secretary and 
treasurer of the Knights of Labor, bat the 
most important man in the room was the 
general master workman. Mr. Powderly 
is short and slight with soft bine eyes 
half concealed by gold rimmed spectacles. 
He sat in a cane-séated armchair with his 
body bent over to favor his broken ribs, 
and leaned his cheek on his left hand. 
The pain and anxiety of the past few 
weeks had left their traces on him, and 
until he spoke he seemed like an invalid 
sitting up when he should have been in 
bed, but he talked like a level-headed, 
clear-minded man. 

About eleven o’clock a messenger was 
sent from the board to 195 Broadway, 
where the offices of Mr. Jay Gould’s vari- 
ous railroads cluster around the office of 
the millionaire. The messenger carried 
a large yellow envelope with this Ictter in

The messenger returned tothe Astor 
House shortly after eleven o’clock with 
an oral message from Mr. George Gould 
to the effect that Mr. Gould had not 
reached his office, but that an answer 
would be sent during theday. The com- 
mitteemen were hopeful of a favorable 
reply. 

Mr. Gould reached his office shortly 
after eleven o’clock. The board of direc- 
tors of the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany met him at half-past twelve o’clock 
in his office. Messrs. Sidney Dillon, 
Russell Sage, A. L. Hopkins, George 
Gould and T. J. Eckert and John F. Dil- 
lon, the latter counsel for the railroad, 
and at four o’clock the following answer 
to Secretary Turner’s letter was ready to 
be sent to the executive board at the 
Astor House:

No reply to this message was received, but 
this company’s request for a cunference was 
nored and its premises at on» invaded and 
the property destroyed by the men of your 
order in great numbers, who alsv seized and 
digabied tne trains, as they have since von- 
tinued to do. The board of directors of this 
eompany thereupon had a copy of the cor- 
respondence above given made and trans- 
mitted to Mr. H. M. Hoxie, the first vice- 
president and general manager at St. Louis, 
with instractions to use every endeavor to 
continue the operation of tue road and com- 
mitted the whole matter to his hands. Mr. 
Hoxie’s overtures, made thiough the Gov- 
ernore of Missouri and Kansas, who stated

Powderly are well-knownto you, and Mr. 
Hoxie’s course has deen confirmed by the 
board, an'l the matter is still in his hands. 

I am, therefore, inatructed by the bourd to 
refer you to him as its continuing rep- 
resentative inthe premises. Iam directed 
to addin behalf of the board that in its 
judyment so long as this compuny is forci- 
bly kept from the control of its property 
and from performing its charter duties, its 
business is done,if at all, not under the 
conditions of law which are common to all 
citizens, but only at the will of tie law- 
breaking force. Any negotintions with such 
a force would be unwise and useless Terms 
made with it would not be a settlement of 
difficulties, but a triumph of force over the 
law of the land. It would mean nothing, in 
their judgment, but new troubles and worse 
This is the result of their experience. 

In the meantime the Governor’s prociema- 
tion enjoins upon your mento return to 
duty, and this company’s continued adver- 
tisement offers them employment on the 
same terms as heretofure. The board 
further sugzests that inasmuch as your or- 
der assumes in your communication re- 
sponsibility for these men, and power and 
contro! over them, the following from the 
proclamation of the Governor of Missouri is 
expressive of their dutv and of your own: 
“I warn all persons, whether they be em- 
ployes or not, against interposing any ob- 
stacle whatever inthe way of said resuimp- 
tion and, with afirm reliance u»on the cour- 
age, good sense and law-abiding spirit of 
the public, I hereby call upon all good citi- 
zens to assist in carrying out the purposes 
of this proclamation. and I aiso hereby 
pledge the whole nower ofthe State, so far 
as it may be lawfully wielded by its chief 
executive officer, to sustain the company 
and its servants in sald resumption, and to 
restrain and punish all that may op- 
pose it.” F 

When this proctamation shall be obeyed, 
and when the company’s late employes 
shall desist from violence and interference 
with its trains, the board hereby assures 
them that mage A will find themselves met by 
Mr. Hoxie in the spirit in which he has here- 
tofore successfully avoided rupture, and 
cause for just complaint, and in that just 
and liberal spirit which should always exist 
between the employer and the employed.

The afficers of the Knights of Labor 
pondered this letter, and at half-past 
eight o’clock sent this answer to it: 


NEw YORK, March 27. 
Jay Gould, Fsq , President, etc : 

DeEAsR Str—We have received your reply to 
our communication of this morning. The 
statements made in your reply are worthy 
of more consideration than can be given to 
them atthis moment We are not in pos- 
session here of the letters or communica- 
tions or copies of the same referred to in 
your letter herein. We came here unpre- 
pared, with nothought of using them, and 
even though we had them _ here, the 
field that wonld be opened up (for 
discussion would be so broad that ft 
would take a great deal of time and 
space to cover it as contained = in 
yourreply. This would neces-itate a review 
of the transactions of last year, be-inning 
with the strike of March, 1835, continuing 
through the Wabash trouble, which bron ht 
about our meeting with you in August, down 
to the strike on the Texas Pacific and its ex- 
tension tothe Missouri Pacific. We con- 
sider that all this isunnecessary at this time. 
Public interest, the intere tof both parties 
to the controversy, will not be served by a 
longer continuance of the strike if there is a 
shadow of achance to bring it toa speedy 
termination. With that ideain view we pre- 
fer to let this discussion rest and 
allow this matter to be decided i its 
merits by an impartia!’committee of seven, 
selected as indicated in our communircation 
of this morning. Let them proceed to ad- 
just the differences, and having settled that 
matter, setting in motion at once the idle 
wheels and hands, we have no objection to 
that same committee reviewing our ac- 
tions in the matter and are willing to he 
udged, to receive.censure at their hands _ 
f necessary, for any shortcomings thev 
may deem us guilty of. The needs of the 
hour require that this strike terminate 
speedily. If that is done the otier matters 
can he very readily attended to.

Mr. Gould said he was not 
authorized to return any answer imme- 
diately, but would refer the letter to the 
board of directors of the Missouri Pacific 
Monday. As soon as the draft of the let- 
ter had heen approved by the executive 
committee the members of the committee 
separated. Messrs. Hayes and Bailey 
went out on business and Secretary 
Turner went to Philadelphia to spend 
Sunday at home. Mr. Powderly will spend 
to-day in this city and may remain here 
for several days.

TWO VIEWS. | 


The Persident bas grievously of- 
fended the democrats of Washington 
city by his appointment of a Negro 
lawyer from New York to succeed 
Fred Douglass as Recorder or Deeds 
in Wasbiogton. The statement that 
the President would appoint 1esi- 
dents to the District positions wes 
applauded throughout the couuty, 
as carpet baggism bad become vdi- 
ous, but he breaks the rule in the 
most important position. There was 
no reason to go outside of Washbing- 
ton to fiud a good repatable deimo- 
crat for this position, and still less 
excuse for importing an Albany Ne- 
gro.—Montgomery Advertiser, 


We have not observed that the 
President bas asked to be “pardoned” 
for the appuintment of the “Albuny 
Negro.” He is not the man ‘o make 
“excuses’’ for bis acts. Ove class 
of people have put into Clevelaud’s 
mouth a pledge to make no removals 
from office on political grounds; 
another class has pledged him to sce 
lect. all cfticers for Territories aud the 
District of Columbia from am ng 
catual residents. 


In fact he never made such pledges 
or apjthing like them; and as far as 
the District is concerned it ought 
to be totally disfrancbised forever, or 
earn some Of the rudiments of hon- 
esty in public affairs. It isa mon 
strous beggar and pauper and 
plunderer, that has cost the general 
treasury over $200,000,000 since 
1836. independent of expendi- 
tures of public structures. The debt 
of Washington, assumed by the Fed- 
erel treasury. is cover $23,000,000 
and the people eternally beg and im- 
portune Congress for iresh subsidies 
The politional life of the Capital is at 
once the most effeminatesd debas and 
and dishonest in the country. ‘The 
Presidevt does well, generally, to 
steer clear of Washington politicians 
though he has already given them 
good positions outside the Dis- 
trict. 


The growl aud sneer that the suc 
cesssor of Douglass in “au imported 
Negro,” is an exbibition of ill-na- 
ture and poor political sense, to rate 
it mildly. The Democratic press has 
been for years taunting the intelli- 
gent Negro element for ‘its slavish 
subservience to the republican _par- 
ty, for which next to nothing is given 
in return in the way of official rec- 
ognition. If, now, we turn our 
backs on the educated men 
who asisted to elect a democratic 
president, we not only prove ours 
selves bypocrits, but show the Ne- 
gro that he will worse instead o 
better hie condition by acting witb 
us. 


We regard it highly desirable that 
such Negroes as are fit for public 
duties be given a full share of them 
to perform. In no other way can the 
citizensbip of the race be fully reeog- 
nized, and the peace and honor 
so desirable between the races be 
maintained. —Chattanooga Tenn.

TRACKS WASHED OUT BRIDGES 
DESTROYED, AND TOWNS: 


FLOODED. 

The Biggest Freshet in Years. - 

Atuayta, Ga., March 30.—On Friday 
night a drizzling rain began to {fall 
throughout Georgia, on Monday morn- 
ing assuming the character of a water- 
Spout. For.twenty-four heursthe rain 
continued without intermission, register- 
ing eight inches, while for the twenty- 
four hours now ending the fall will be 
quite as heavy. The sewers in the city 
were all burst, people in the valleys 
flooded and forced to move, and desola- 
tion generally resulted among the poor. 
Last night the trains on eight of the nine 
roads centering at Atlanta were side- 
tracked. 

Huge washes are reported in the Ala- 
bama Western. The East Tennessee 
and the Western and Atlantic were 
blockaded by landslides, and devastation 
amounting to hundred of thousands of 
dollars occurred. In West Point the 
Chattahoochie rose during the night un-~- 
til the town was flooded. One hundred 
thousand dollars worth of property was 
carried away, The railway bridge, a 
huge structure, was destroyed and one 
white man and two negroes were drown- 
ed while battling with the waters. 

Rome is submerged under six feet of 
water, and people are seeking the hill 
tops. 

Columbus, which is on the Chatta- 
hoochie, is also in great danger, the wa- 
ters of the river having risen twenty 
feet. 

To-night not a train is moving out of 
Atlanta and no mail has been received. 
Many of the telegaaph wires are cut, and 
wild rumors are afloat asto disasters in 
inaccessible districts. It isthe greatest 
freshet of the generation. 


THE WASHOUTS IN ALABAMA, 


Birmingham, March 30.—Rain has 
fallen here almost constantly for forty- 
eight hours. Since 10 o’clock last night 
there has literally. not been a minute 
when it was not raining. Railroad traf- 
fic and all other business is pretty well 
drowned out. 

The Louisville& Nashville midnight 
passenger train going north arrived here 
at 6 o'clock this morning, andthe south 
bound Queen & Crescent train, due at 1 
o'clock last night, came in at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. Except these anda few 
ore and rock trains nothing ran in or out 
of here last night and to-day. Railroad 
managers say even if no more rain falls 
it will not be advisable torun trains to- 
morrow. The Louisville & Nashville 
road is pretty near washed out near Ban- 
gor, above here and near Strasburg and 
Clanton below. 


The Tennessee River Still Rising 
and Terrible Results are 


Anticipated. 

Decatur, AuA., March 31.—The Ten- 
nessee ison ahuge boom. At daylight 
this morning its waters overleaped the 
eastern bank and have during the day 
spread themselves over the low land as 
far out as Swan Lake. It is rising rapid- 
ly, and hasgone up15 inches since ,8 
o’clock this morning. The biggest flood 
for many years is confidently expected. 
The upriver water has not reached here 
and the highest point to which the river 
will go without additional rain will not 
be reached until Thursday night. Yes- 
terday and to-day owners of stock have 
been engaged in bringing cattle, horses 
and hogs to the west bank but many 
will necessarily be left and lost, Nearly 
if not all of the tillable bottom land has 
been plowed, and much of it planted, so 
that much delay and damage will accrue 
to farmers. All day it has been raining, 
sleeting and snowing alternately. 

The breaks on the South & Nogth road 
have not yet been repaired, and no 
through train or mail from the south 
has been received since Monday night. 
Trains fromthe north stop here and 
turn back. It is supposed, however, 
chat the roads will be in a condition for 
trains to pass over by morning. Travel 
has been much interferred with, but the 
Louisville & Nashville road has done all 
that was possible to faciiltate and accom- 
modate the public.

BIRMINGHAM, Mareh 31.—To-day’s de- 
velopments on railroads were rather 
comforting than otherwise. The worst 
damage to this division of the Louisville 
& Nashville road is on the Alabama riy- 
er, in sight of Montgomery, and it is 
thought this can be repaired by to-mor- 
row night, so trains can go through.
